ARMENIAN EXIT 


TO BALK TURKS. 


Germans may Cut Their Way 
into Constantinople, 


{BY ATLANTIC C4BLE AND A, P.) 

PETROGRAD, Aug. 12 (4:30 a.m. 
via. London.) —An explanation of the 
renewal of a wholesale exodus of 
Armenians from their country into 
Trans-Caucasia is found in an account 
of military operations on the Caucasus 
front since July 22. 

After the Russians penetrated to 
Mush (83 miles south of Erzerum) 
and Plian, Halil Bey, commander of 


the Turkish forces in the Caucadéus,’ 


reorganized his army, bringing its 
strength up to 90,000, including six di- 
Visions of infantrymen, one of cavalry 
ana a large body of Kurds. Gen. 
Eudenitch, the Russian commander, 
thus faced the alternatives of hur- 
riedly attempting to concentrate his 
forces in the face of a strong Turk- 
ish army or to retreat and thus expose 
a large Armenian population to Turk- 
-ish and! Kurdish revenge. 

The Russian main army withdrew 
along the right bank of the Euphrates, 
the Turks occupying the left bank be- 
ing held in partial check by rear guard 
actions. On August 1 Halil Bey over- 
took a considerable body of Russians 
at Panatchen on the left bank of the 
Buphrates 12 miles southwest of Kara 
Kiliesa. A line was drawn from the 
northwest to the southwest from 
Darabi, six miles north of Kara Kilis- 
sa to Dijamechato, ix miles south- 
west of important Akhtunski pass, 
covering the roads to Erivan. 

STRATEGY OF TURKS. 


Th opposing this front the Turks ex- 
posed thelr communications, now 150 
miles long, to attack from the direc- 
tion of Sari Kamysh. On August 3 
Gen. Badenitch moved his forces from 
the Sari Kamysh district southeast- 
ward, threatening Hun Bey's flank 
and demonstrating against Erzerum. A 
Russian detachment marched rapidly 
by way of Ardos and Kara Derbent 
to Daiara, which is twenty miles west 
of Alaschgerd. One column had beaten 
the Turks out of the important 
Merghe Mir pass, fifteen miles south 
of Kara Derbent, by August 8. An- 
other, striking farther eastward on the 
Alascheerd road, had a decisive suc- 
cess August 5 in the passes connecting 
Alascheerd with Dutach in the Eu- 
phrates Valley. 

The Russians, by a bayonet attack, 
Grove the Turks from their trenches, 
capturing several hundred prisoners. 
In the meantime the Russians had 
been successful on the main front east 
of Alaschgerd and the Turks were 
compelled to retreat southwestward 
along the Euphrates under threat of 
a Hank attack at Dutach. Russian 
cavalry reached Dutach and another 
point on the Tuphrates four miles 
northward on August 7. 

TURKS LOSE HEAVILY. 

The Turks lost three hundred pris- 
ners at Dutach. Their total losses 
in the three weeks campaign are es- 
* timated at from 15,000 to 20,000 men, 
besides a large quantity of provisions 
and ammunition. The Russians are 
continuing the pursuit southward,

“In the direction of the Kuphrates 
the pursuit of the Turks continues 
During few days one of our 
columns took as nineteen 
officers and 1172 men. We also took 
200 wagons loaded with pyroxolyn, 
an explosive compound, and trench- 
ing implements. We also seized a 
quantity of arms, ammunition and 
tents. In the villages the enemy has 
abandoned his wounded. On the 
roads our troops are finding heaps of 
ammunition and artillery.”

Officially, Japan has given increased 
practical expredsion to her friend- 


ship towards Russia by going to the 


limit of dismantling some of her for- 
tifications on the northeastern coast 
of the empire. Big coast guns 
stripped from these fortifications have 
been shipped to Viadivostok and 
thence forwarded to Galicia to 
strengthen the big gum artillery of 
the armies of the Czar. 

Americans who visit Japan are es- 
pecially astonished at the almost. 
limitless number of tiny shops in the 


big cities of this nation—miles upon 


miles of streets filled with them—all 
occupied in making something when 
they are not selling something. These 
shops are really the factories of the 
empire. It is here that cloth goods 
and innumerable articles needed to 
keep huge armies in supplies are 
turned out, handed over to the com- 
mission merchants, assembled in 
great quantities and distributed to 
Russia, France and even England. 
The correspondent of the Associated 
Press is informed by a reliable au- 
thority that practically every house- 
hold in Korea is hard at work mak- 
ing cloth for Russia. It is sent to 
Moscow and other points and manu- 
factured into uniforms, blankets, cov- 
erings and wrappings. 
KOREA VERY BUSY. 

Korea, also, is making big quanti- 
tles of boots and ammunition cases.

The battleships Louisiana and New 
Hampshire are well on their way down 
the Atlantic Coast, bound for “south- 
ern waters to reinforce the gunboat 
equadron at Vera Cruz, if necessary. 
The collier Jupiter was ordered to 
that port today from Newport, R. I. 

Secretary Garrison made it plain to- 
day that the War Department expects 
the Governor of Texas to deal with 
purely domestic disorders in the State. 

VIEW OF GARRISON. 

“The situation ta clearly defined,” 
he said. “In so far as disturbances 
relate to repelling invasion of Ameri- 
can territory to border uprisings, they 
are matters not to be handled by Gen. 
Funston's foree. To the extent that 
the disturbances are domestic and 
within the State of Texas they are for 
the State authorities to handle. The 
State officials have been info®med that 
the Federal government is powerless 
to interfere in these trregular dis- 
turbances, unless they are beyond the 
control of the State and the Governor 
certifies conditions to the President of 
the United States in a proper manner, 
Whether the President would then or- 
der Federal troops to take charge of 
the internal situation is a matter en- 
tirely within his discretion, as in the 
recent Colorado strike case.

There is nothing, said Newton Booth, 
“that consumes, wastes, destroys, like an 
army. War is a great maelstrom that 
draws into its vortex that which is near, 
and whose eddies and currents disturb the 
waters of the farthest sea.” It is, sald 
Baker, “the great enemy of commerce and 
indeed of the human race.” 

“The sorrows and losses of war are borne 
by those who share not in its benefits. Na- 
tions mourn the fall af the gifted and his- 
tory enshrines their names in its annals;” 
but the humble, the lowly, though brave 
and good, have fallen by millions, not alone 
on the field of battle and of glory, where 
there are shoutings of the captains, the 
thunder of artillery and all the pomp and 
pride of war, but in the sickly camp, the 
crowded hospital, in the noisome prison— 
they lie in indiscriminate trenches and in 
nameless graves, where not even the tear 
of love can mark their resting place. 


ERO DEFENSE PLANS. 

We might as well be honest with our 
selves; the United States is far behind 
Europe in the application of aeronautics, 
both as regards equipment and skilled av. 
ators. Since the conquest of the air is 
one of the most brilliant of 20th century 
achievements, it behooves America as the 
most advanced nation in the world to be 
ahead rather than behind in developing and 
applying a science started by two of her 
own citizens. 

To advance the use of the aeroplane in 
the operations of civil life is a task for 
individual enterprise, the field is extensive 
and hardly touched as yet; but as part of 
our national defense the duty to provide 
air craft and capable operators rests with 
the communities and governments, Our 
army and navy experts have been in agree- 
ment for some time that the Washington 
administration ought to do something prac- 
tical at once to supply the nation with the 
necessary “eyes,” the scouts of the air, that 
in. Burope have had a preponderate in- 
fluence in deciding military campaigns. 

But th tape methods, a de- 
pleted “free trade treasury” and for other 
causes the national government has acted 
very tardily on this expert advice. We 
are glad to nete, then, that the California 
National Guard has taken up the matter 
in a serious and resolute spirit and with 
the backing of the citizens of Los Angeles 
is determined that the Pacific Coast, at 
jeast, shall have adequate aerial defense. 

The Washington government, profiting 
by so good an example, under pressure 
from Thomas Edison and the new board of 
advisers, may get busy at last in the in- 
terest of the nation at large and do for 
the whole United States what California 
is attempting for ber own people. We 
need an adequate supply of aeroplanes at 
home: we seem quite well equipped for 
shipping them in large quantities to the 
belligerents of Europe. We need, even 
more, schools to turn out competent avi- 


| stors in large numbers. Such national train- |

ing might well be inaugurated in Southern 
California, where air conditions are espe- 
cially favorable for learning aero-naviga- 
tion. 

If war can be made impossible, it must be 
through national defenses being im- 
pregnable. In this the aeroplane is destined 
to play a more important part than the 
submarine in the near future. The merit of 


having graduated in the school of aero 


nautics will then be a high one and for such 
merit Southern California ought to be 
able to hand out the first diplomas. 


HAT CONSTITUTES A MEAD? 

So long as the fraeture of liquorserv- 
ing regulations depends on vague and 
poorly-defined ordinances the question of 
what constitutes a legal meal will add an 
element of the ludicrous to the stern ad- 
ministration of inexorable justice. It is 
not likely that any two persons will agree 
as to what constitutes a satisfactory repast, 
whether expressed in calories or nutri- 
ment units or in plain dollars and cents. 

Why may beer or wine legally be 
served with beeksteak and not with olives 
and almonds’? This is a question that can- 
not be answered from the profound depths 
of Blackstone. A vegetarian considers olives 
and almonds a more satisfactory meal than 
the ribs of an ox, and legislation that al- 
lows the hearty trencher-man a stein of 
lager with his roast meat and forbids the 
spiritual vegetable devotee his pint of 
claret with his salted almonds and sliced 
tomatoes comes very near being discrim- 
inatory to an unfair regree. 

As soon as you attempt to regulate human 
tastes in food or drink or dress to fit ond 
standard, even though the standard seem 
right to the philosopher, you get tangled 
up in all sorts of absurd quibbles. In legis- 
lation “to be or not to be” is easily un- 
derstood, but half-way measures seem to 
sult nobody. 


RITAIN’S SPECIAL PLEA, 

In his last note to the United States 
Sir Edward Grey contends that inter- 
national law is the product of circumstances 
and that old interpretations needs not bind 
nations under modern conditions. “It is the 
business of writers on international law,” 
says Sir Edward, “to formulate existing 
rules rather than to offer suggestions for 
their adaptation to altered circumstances.” 

The weak point in Sir Edward's position 
is that makes the “modern conditions” 
which between England and Germany 
not only a reason for releasing England 
from her obligations to Germany, but claims 
that it also releases her from her obliga- 
tions to the United States. 

John owes money to both Peter and Paul. 
He quarrels with Peter, and, because of 
the quarrel, refuses to pay his debt to 
Peter. Is that any reason why he should 


not pay Paul? 
If there is an all-around smash-up of 


-{nternational law caused by the European 


war, if all rights of neutrals as well as as 
of belligerents have been destroyéd by it, 
then the right of Great Britain to buy arms 
and munitions from American manufac- 
turers may be terminated by the United 
States without a violation of England's 
rights under the Declaration of London. 

Sir Edward Grey states in his last note, in 
which in courteous diplomatic phrase he 
reiterates the determination of His Majem> 
ty’s government not to concede anything 
whatever to the United States, that the 
British government “have been gratified to 
observe“ that their blockade measures 
“have had no detrimental! effect on the com- 
merce of the United States, because the 
increased opportunities afforded by the 
war for American commerce have more 
than compensated for the loss of the Ger- 
man and Austrian markets.“

Sir Edward writes are not visible to the 
naked eye. By seizing and detaining and 
unloading the cargoes of American ships 
sailing between the United States and 
Netherlands, and Scandinavian ports, Great 
Britain has Jimited rather than increased 
the “opportunities” for American com 
merce. 

It is true, as Sir Edward asserts, that 
“great changes have occurred in the con- 
ditions and means of naval warfare since 
the rules hitherto governing legal blockade 
were formulated, so that the form of close 
blockade with Its cordon of ships in the 
immediate offing of the blockaded ports is 
no longer practicable in the face of an 
enemy possessing the means and oppor- 
tunity to make an effective defense by the 
use of submarines, mines and aircraft.” 

But does that give England the right to 
go back to the international law of the 
seventeenth century and transfer her 
blockades from the coast of Germany, of 
Holland, or of Sweden, to the middle of the 
Atlantic ocean, or to the Atlantic coast 
of the United States, and stop and search 
and capture American ships because they 
carry cargoes which came from or are 
shipped to Rotterdam, from whence there is 
available land communication with Ger- 
many? 

The United States, it may be conceded, 
deeply regrets the use of stinkpots, the 
dropping from aircraft of bombs in the 
streets of unfortified and unresisting towns, 
and the alleged polsoning of wells by Ger- 
many, but it cannot concede that it shall 
atone for Germany's misconduct by consent- 
ing to have its ships subjected to seizure 
on the high seas by British cruisers.
